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swimming dynasty, win NCC title

The North Dakota Fighting Sioux have 
been the reigning North Central Conference 
champion in women’s swimming for the last 
23 years. That streak came to a screeching 
halt Saturday night as the Mavericks won 
their first conference swimming title by 29.5 


points. It was that much sweeter to do it 
here at the Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation pool. 

The Mavs have had four top-five 
conference finishes in the last five years, 
but the Fighting Sioux have had at least a 
share of the NCC title since 1982. 

It was obvious through the whole 
tournament that this was going to be a 
battle between the Mavs

conference come to an 
end. 

“This is the biggest 
upset in NCAA 
“1 swimming history,” 
Michelle Bishop a breathless _ Katie 
Liebmann said.

Thursday 
night's finals allowed North Dakota to take 
a 61-point lead as they won four of the six 
events, UNO senior Veronica Barna won the 
500-yard freestyle in a dead sprint finish.

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Student questions safety of University Village 


Burglaries during winter recess leaves freshman wondering if security was negligent

Last year on Christmas Day, many 
students were frantically tearing open 
presents and enjoying a festive dinner 
with their loved ones. A few UNO 
students weren’t so lucky. 

In January, The Gateway reported a 
rash of break-ins at the University Village 
dorms at the southwest edge of campus. 
Four University Village tenants got quite 
a surprise on Christmas and the day 
after, when they found out that someone 
forced entry into their dorm rooms and 
stole items of substantial value. 

One of these students was Jamie 
Erb, an 18-year-old freshman. She was in 
South Carolina during winter break. She 
received a call from her roommate, who 
told her that her room at the Red Willow 
building had been broken into. Erb said 
she called her resident assistant and 
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asked her to check out the apartment and 
assess the damage. The roommate then 
called campus security after discovering 
that some of Erb’s belongings were 
missing, including a $1,900 laptop. 

Still out of town, Erb was forced to 
leave the matter in the hands of campus 
security, 

“By the time I got back, our door and 
everything was fixed,” Erb said. “My 
roommate said that campus security told 
her not to call the cops - that they would 
take care of it.” 

Erb then gave an official report to 
campus security, but she wasn’t satisfied 
with the way it was handling the 
situation. She was under the impression 
that campus security had photographed 
her bedroom while she was out of town, 
so she began to straighten up her room 
and rearrange her belongings. Erb later 
found out that campus security hadn’t 
actually photographed her room, just

Erb said that only two minutes after the 
police officer had left, a campus security 
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employee returned to her apartment and 
told her that they forgot to inform the 
police officer that they had a suspect in 
mind.

they were handling it,” Erb said. “It 
didn’t make sense to me.” 

Paul Kosel, assistant manager of 
campus security, said that standard 
operating procedure for a burglary 
dictates that campus security take a 
report from the victim and assist him 
or her in contacting the police, if need 
be. Kosel said that campus security 
does have an investigator for campus 
crimes, but it does not have a forensic 
crime lab for detailed investigations. 


Gates at the walk-through entrances to University Village 
buildings have never been installed, despite the unused security

“That's where the Omaha Police 
come in,” he said. “They'll come out 
and do the pictures and prints thing. 
We will take pictures for our records, 
but they are nothing like what you're 
going to see for a typical crime lab.” 

Other students had similar stories, 
such as Pascha Fountain, whose dorm 
room had also been broken into during 
winter break. Fountain came home 
the day after Christmas to find her 
laptop, DVD player and digital camera 
stolen. She filed a report with campus 
security, and the OPD, but said she 
feels indifferent about the two. 

“I think [campus security] handled 
themselves OK,” she said. “But then 
a on Priv not sure what their policies 


«are with something like this.” 

Fountain said that the drive- 
through gate to her apartment 
frequently breaks down. Erb also said 
that the walk-through gate is always 
open, which she feels puts students at 
a greater risk when it comes to safety. 

During the last month, The 
Gateway has examined the perimeter 
‘security outside the University Village 
dorms and found several examples 
confirming the claims made by Erb 
, and Fountain. 
‘None of — the 
, walk-through 
; entrances to the 
buildings have 
gates — installed 
on them, despite 
pre-made hinges 
in place where 
a gate would 
be affixed. The 
Gateway has also 
observed several 
instances when 
the drive-through 
gates were open 
for days ata time. 
Also in front of 
Nemaha_ Hall is 
a large breach 
in the — fence 
surrounding the 
building where a 
vehicle struck it 
months ago. 

Kosel — said 
that anything to do with maintenance 
of the fence and gates is the 
responsibility of Century Campus 
Housing, which is the management 
company for University Village. He 
admits that there are several major 
security breaches, and said that they 
have told the management company 
since the dorms were built that gates 
should be installed at the walk-through 
entrances.

Steve Saur is the managing director 
for University Village and is employed 
by Century Campus Housing. 

“The walk-through gates have 
never been operational since we've 
been in existence,” Saur said. “When 
we initially tried to install them, we 


could not find an operator that worked ° 


correctly for handicap accessibility and 
other issues.” : 
-  Saur said his company currently 
has a bid in for $7,000 to install the 
gates with minimal functionality - they 
would openand close. = °° =: 

“We do not guarantee 
student security or safety, nor 
do we say that these [gates] 
would prevent anything,” 
he said. “It’s a five-foot-tall 
fence, Putting a gate up is not 
going to stop somebody from 
climbing it. . 

“We have our own 
students who climb it - some 
of the same of who might be 
upset,” he said. 

In regard to the drive- 
through gates, Saur said they 
are only open when there are 
adverse weather conditions, 
or when they are broken. He 
said the gates are left open 
during icy weather to prevent 
students from sliding into them 
and damaging their cars. 

Saur noted that the hole 
in the fence near Nemaha was 
caused by a snow removal

“Before [the burglary], 
the main reason I wanted. to 
live in the dorms was because 
1 thought it would be more 
protected than an apartment

You will see 
healthcare in attendance as well,” he said. 

The job fair, unlike a career fair, will not 
focus on featuring graduate programs. 

“What we're really trying to promote 
with the job fair is people who are willing to 
hire folks,” Swanson said. 

Swanson said that job seekers should 
come prepared for the interview process. 
Dressing for the event and coming with a 
current resume’ is recommended. 

Preparation for thejob fairand assistance 
with any employment search is available to 
current students and alumni at the CEO 
office on Tuesday and Thursday of every 
week according to Swanson. 

“If the student needs some assistance 
with the interviewing: process or they need 
some help with resume’ development 
based upon the conversations with some 
of the exhibitors, they'll come and see 
us. Ultimately, the goal is make sure that 
the students have ample opportunities to 
compete and to find a job,” Swanson said. 

Swanson believes that the event will 
benefit the students beyond the aspect of 
immediate employment.

Senior Sarah Clark won the 50-yard 
freestyle breaking her previous NCC 
record with a time of 23.62 seconds. 

“The NCC record was already mine, 
but I was going for a different goal,” Clark 
said. “I didn’t get it but I was only two- 
hundredths off of our team record. So I felt 
really good.” 

UNO came out strong in Friday’s 
finals. The 200-yard freestyle relay team 
of Jessica Hessel, Bridgette Schram, Molly 
Connoly and anchor Lisa Wemhoff opened 
the night by winning the closest race of the 
tournament by one one-hundredth of a 
second, 

“I had no idea I beat her,” Wemhoff 
said. “I thought maybe I did, because I saw 
her finish, When I looked at the scoreboard 
it was just crazy” 

The Mavs swept the 100-yard 
breaststroke with Ashley Renshaw taking 
first, Clark taking second and Connoly 
taking third. 

“We didn’t really expect the sweep,” 
Head Coach Todd Samland said. “It was 
just awesome.” 

The Mavs took their first lead of the 
tournament after the 400-yard individual 
medley, and built on it with Jamie Grogan’s 
win in the one-meter diving competition. 
North Dakota refused to lie down though, 
and the Fighting Sioux set a new NCC 
record in the medley relay to retake a16.5 
point lead going into Saturday. 

After Barna’s win in the 1650-yard 
freestyle to start off Saturday night, the 
Mavs were down by just 27.5 points. North 
Dakota tried to extend their lead with 
three swimmers in the final six of the 200- 
yard backstroke, but UNO answered in the 
200-yard breaststroke with six swimmers 
in the top 10, taking a 10.5 point lead. 
Freshman Jessica Hessel’s first-place finish 
and Liebmann’s fifth-place finish in the 
200-yard butterfly extended the Mav's 
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lead to 21.5 points. 

“There was a lot of pressure,” Hessel 
said. “All night I’d been cheering for my 
teammates, and they were cheering for 
me, so I didn’t want to let them down. A 
win as a team is always better than a win 
as an individual.” 

The championship came down to the 
final event, the 400-yard freestyle relay. 
UNOhad to finish in the top four to hold on 
and win the tournament. Their qualifying 
time was nearly 10 seconds better than 
North Dakota’s. Hopes and tensions were 
high. Colorado School of Mines was the 
only team in the consolation heat of the 
relay, and the Fighting Sioux took the 
chance to start chanting in an attempt to 
get inside of the heads of Connoly, Clark, 
Renshaw and Barna. 

Every eye in the crowd was. paying 
attention to these two teams at the start of 
the final heat when St. Cloud State came 
out of nowhere to shatter the NCC record 
by 1.2 seconds. North Dakota came in 
second and UNO came in third, giving the 
Mavericks their first ever NCC swimming 
title. They won by just 29.5 points. 

“I try not to dwell on the streak or the 
wins. I just want the girls to swim fast, 
have fun and enjoy the sport,” Samland 
said of the victory. “They're doing that 
right now (as the entire team danced fully 
clothed in the pool). It does feel pretty cool 
though.” 

Along with winning the tournament, 
12 Mavericks qualified for. the NCAA 
tournament in Orlando, Fla. 

Jamie Grogan was named NCC female 
diver of the year, Clark was named NCC 
female swimmer of the year and Samland 
was named NCC female swimming coach 

of the year. 

With only eight seniors graduating 
and several younger swimmers qualifying 
for nationals, UNO looks to challenge for 
their second conference title next season.

That was all the Bulldogs needed 
to secure a 72-49 win, and stay within 
a game of the top-spot in the North 
Central Conference, The Mavericks 
are now ina tie with Minnesota State- 
Mankato for fifth with two games left 
in the season. 

Duluth only needed the first 4:37 
to control the game with a 14-point 
lead. The Mavs were 2-for-2 in that 
time, but the Dogs were 10-for-10.

I know the election 
is over, but I still had one 
question that nobody's 
been able to answer, 
and it regarded the ever- 
unpopular subject of the 
draft.

The president 
cannot just wave a pen and “poof” 
the draft is active. Either of Congress’ 
houses must first introduce it as a bill.

And with that, I decided to take a 
non-partisan look into the archives of 
the Senate and House Web sites (they 
house all of the bills and actions made 
last year) to see if this was a big hoax, 
or if there was something to hide by 
either party.

During the 2004 session of 
Congress, two bills were introduced to 
re-instate the draft, one for each house.

search.html.) Both of these bills are 
the same, written by Representative 
Charles Rangel (D-NY) of New York's

It is a look at 
some typical issues other 
high school graduates can 
expect to face as their life 
away from their home and 
their parents begins, 


I never wanted to 
wiite this column. When 
part three of this series 
appeared on October 5, 2004, that 
was supposed to be the end. I had 
no intention of squeezing yet. another 
installment from this situation. 

However, extenuating 
circumstances have arisen, thus 
warranting yet another story. 

Due to the sad departure of my 
1988 Buick LeSabre this past summer, 
I was left with no choice other than 
to purchase a newer vehicle. It was an 
upsetting situation. My Buick, which 
cost only $78 a month to insure (with no 
car payment) was replaced in August 
by a 2001 Dodge Dakota, fully equipped 
with a hefty monthly payment as well 
as a ridiculously high $247 monthly 
insurance premium. I scraped and 
scratched to get by (monetarily, of 
course) during the Fall 2004 semester, 
all to drive a vehicle that was admittedly 
nicer than the Buick. 

Nonetheless, after needing to 
borrow money from my boss as well as 
work extra hours at my dad’s business 
just to make ends meet, I moved back 
into my parent’s house near the end of 
January. 

I always told myself I would never 
do this. The idea of moving back home, 
which is considerably farther away from 
UNO than my previous abode, was 
not appealing to me. I was stubborn 
enough to think that it was better to 
be broke all the time rather than move 
back home (I’ve yet to decide if I made 
the right decision). 

One day after borrowing a few 
hundred dollars from my old man, he 


told me I could move back 
home until I was done 
with school. I scoffed at 
this idea. 

“Tl wait until it gets 
really bad,” I laughed. 

The next morning 
I informed my landlord 
who is also a good friend 
that I would be moving 
out of his house after just 
seven months (Good thing 
I never signed a lease). 

All in all, it took me 
about three weeks to mentally prepare 
myself for my third move in 17 months. 
(For which I still owe him three weeks 
worth of rent. He’s joked that he wants 
to take me to court with Judge Judy, but 
I told him without a signed lease, he 
has no case.) 

If you're reading this on Tuesday, 
I will turn 24 in six days. Let there be 
no doubt, I will not celebrate my 25t 
birthday living at my mom and dad’s 
house. I will be gone by then. 

Anything I brought home in boxes 
is still in boxes, ready to leave again 
on a moment’s notice. I have to go to 
my dad’s business or school to write 
this very column because my computer 
remains in storage. I am not anxious to 
unpack these boxes and re-pack them. 
As soon as itis financially possible, I will 
be gone from the proverbial “womb,” 
never to return again. My mother will 
be devastated again. Most kids move 
out once, but I will do it twice. 

People have told me, based on my 
pessimistic view of living back at home, 
that I am lucky to have some place to 
go back to. I counter that by saying 
that this would not have been my only 
option. I could have continued to rack 
up quite the tab with my previous 
landlord/ friend. I could. have found 
various other friends to “squat” with 
until I got out of the hole, but that isn’t 
me. My parents created me so I’ve 
given them the responsibility to house 
me until I have a real job, if need be. 

Don’t laugh (too hard). It could 
happen to you. You never know.
